flat-chested. 
He is 
apt to have a 
forward-starting head. 
Lungs and heart and digestion do 
not get a fair chance. Health exam­ 
inations of more than a million school 
children in New York state show that 
while 72 per cent of the pupils in the 
dty schools have physical defects the 
number in the rural schools is 87 per 
cent. 
As farms grow farther apart and

place where the child can play. So to 
cheat the child of his school time be­ 
comes a crime against his body as well 
as his mind.

HEART DISEASE INCREASING 


Insurance statistics, at least accord­ 
ing to the report of one company, 
abow that heart disease is the most 
commos cause of death among the 
insured. 
Next in order as named are 
pneumonia, cancer and tuberculosis. 
The deaths from heart disease are 
showing a slight increase. 
Statistics for the entire registered 
area of the United States complied by 
the census btrreau show that in 1922 
heart disease caused 14 per cent of 
the total deaths, influenza and pneu­ 
monia in all forms 11.3, and tuber­ 
culosis in all forms 11.3 per cent. A 
decade ago the order was reversed 
with tuberculosis in the lead. 
Since 
then the deaths due to diseases of the 
heart have increased from 14.09 to 
16.5 per 1,000, while those caused by 
tuberculosis decreased from 15.92 to 
9.07 per 1,000. 
Educational campaigns, 
w'ith 
im­ 
provement in sanitation, are consid­ 
ered the factors which have caused a 
decline in the fatalities resulting from 
tuberculosis.
